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down with a subpoena, the cost difference is immense, we don' t
have the enforcement mechanism otherwise. To allow Nebraska
residents t o have to pay Nebra ska tax es, but to allow
nonresidents to come here, earn money and then fly home and not
pay taxes, is unjust t o Nebraska taxpayers. It i s also not
efficient to go out there and collect our tax from them. Lastly
l et me say, it should not be the case that a company who doe s
business with a nonresident of Nebraska gets an easier time of
it than if they hire somebody from Nebraska to do their work and
withhold for them, which is what they'd have to do. Don't favor
the nonresident at the expense of t he res ident. The basi c
policy is y o u withhold f rom i n come e a rned in this state an
amount necessary to pay the income tax, and then you rebate what
you don't need by having the taxpayer file for the refund, basic
tax law. Nee d to cover this a rea, if we do we can raise
$900,000 more from non residents wh o are not paying the ir
Nebraska taxes. That is a good deal. I urge the ado ption of
the amendment.
